SOLAR MAGNETIC ACTIVITY FOR FEBRUARY 1965 


Following the same pattern as January, general solar activity remains at a low level. 
A preliminary report of the Zurich Daily Relative Sunspot Numbers for October 196), 
indicates there were 16 days during that month in which no sunspots were observed 
at all. 

In connection with the preliminary reports of the observed MONTHLY MEAN Zurich 
Provisional Relative Sunspot Numbers (not the more familiar smoothed, or 12-month 
moving average, numbers), it is interesting to note that from January to October, 
196), inclusive, the Monthly Means have been: 14.6, 16.3, Uhe5, Tels Qelitr 9-3, 
3.4, 8.9, he, and 5.6. The minimum of 3.) occurred in July 196). This 3.4 
value was the lowest Monthly Mean Sunspot Number reported since the high mark of 
October 1957 when the Monthly Mean was 262.9. 

Keeping in mind the sun's uncanny ability in outwitting man's august predictions of 
its activity, it may (or may not) be that the three values following after 3.4 
indicates that the "quiet" sun is beginning to shake off some of its lethargy. The 
predicted Smoothed Sunspot Number for February 1965 is 16, Last year's predicted 
number was 17, while the observed Zurich Provisional Number was i7 also. 

For February 1965, a moderate recurrent increase in geomagnetic activity will occur 
sometime during each of the following intervals: 8-12 February, 15-19 February, 
and 2-27 February.
